The flag of the United States, had 


its statutory beginning on June 14, 
1777, with thirteen stripes, alternate- 
red and white; thirteen stars, 'white 
in a blue field, 'the stars five-pointed. 
On April 4, 1818, "An act to establish 
the fla gof the United' States" pro- 
vided for the addition of one star on 
the admission of every new state, to 
take effect on the next succeeding 4th 
of July. 
On October 29, 1912, Pres- 


ident TaiCt established 
the propor- 


tions of the flag, its length or.e and 
nine-tenths times Its width, in exe- 
cutive order No. 1637. 


Today the. -union (tho blue field) 


contains forty-eight stars,, "six rows 
of eight stars each, with the corres- 
ponding stars of each row in a verti- 
cal line." The union is In the upper 
left-hand corner, Is two-fifths of the 
length of the flag, crosses 
seven 


stripes- and rests upon the eighth, 
which is white. The rules are fixed. 
No other arrangements, no other pro- 
portions can be called the United 
States flag. 
Many who keep within tho letter of 


the law to prevent desecration of tho 
flag nevertheless show it great disre- 
spect, usually thoughtlessly. ..Its mis- 
printing, • its misproportlonment, its 
misuse, its careless soiling, its neg- 
lect, may be avoided by observance of 
these five simple rules:

BEING MADE 


FOR NEW_BUILDING 


In order to give the stockholders a 


chance to voice their sentiments on 
the subject, a meeting will be held by 
the directors of the Wood County 
Telephone Co. on the'evening of May 
21st for the purpose of discussing the 
matter of erecting a new building for 
the company. 


The one thing against building the 


present season is the high cost of 
materials of all kinds, this fact mak- 
ing quite an additional cost in the 
erection of a building such as would 
bo needed by the company. 
How- 


ever, the growth of the exchange in 
this city has been so rapid during the 
past few years that 
the 
present 


switchboard is about full, and it will 
be necessary to install a new one, as 
it is'impossible to add new panels to 
the one now in use. The new switch- 
board will require larger quarters 
than the one now in use, besides 
which, it will have to be installed 
and got all ready for service while 
the present one is being used, so that 
the lines can be cut over from the old 
board to the new one in a day, by 
this way avoiding interruption in the 
service as much as possible. 
Should 


it be necessary to tear out the old 
board and install a new one in its 
place, it is entirely probable that 
there would be a time of about six 
months in duration when the city 
would be without service like .it is 
receiving at the present time. 


.When the new board is installed it 


will probably acommodate the needs 
of the city for from fifteen to twenty- 
five years, and it would not be pos- 
sible to move the- board during that 
lime without a lengthy interruption 
of the telephone service, and the re- 
sult is that the officers of the com- 
pany feel that it would be best to 
have a building belonging 
to 
the 


company in which to install the new 
board. These are a few of the facts 
that are staring the officers in the 
face, and while they fully appreciate 
that it would be better to wait for a 
couple of years before making any 
definite move in the matter, they are 
at a loss to know how to do it and 
continue to give the people satisfac- 
tory service. 


This is not a matter thb.t has de- 


veloped within a few monies. It has 
been apparent for ttie past couple of 
years that something would have to 
be done, but there has been no time 
when the material conditions were 
not just about as bad as they are 
right now, in spite of the fact that 
the matter has been delayed with the 
hope that conditions would improve. 
There is a large portion of the city 
right now where it is impossible to 
install new telephones without going 
to party lines, and in a few instances 
this has been done in order to con- 
tinue the service and furnish tele- 
phonos where they are needed. 


While the officers and manager of 


the company have heen decided for 
some time past that the only solution 
of the problem is to erect a building, 
this meeting that they are going to 
hold on Monday evening will be for 
the purpose of allowing the stockhold- 
ers 
'jo be present and voice their 


sentiments on the subject. 
It is not 


at all probable that everybody's ad- 
vice will be taken on the matter, but 
any that wants to will have a chance 
to 'talk, and they will all be listened 
to with respect.

TO PREVENT MISUSE OF FLAG 


The flag of the United States had 


its statutory beginning on June 14, 
1777, with thirteen stripes, alternate 
red and white; thirteen stars, white 
in a blue field, the stars five-pointed. 
On April 4, 3818, "An act to establish 
the fla gof the United' States" pro- 
vided for the addition of one star on 
the admission of every new state, to 
take effect on the next succeeding 4th 
o£ July. 
On October 29, 1912, Pres- 


ident Taft established the propor- 
tions of the flag, its length one and 
nine-tenths times its width, in exe- 
cutive order No. 1637. 


Today the union (the blue field) 


contains forty-eight stars, "six rows 
of eight stars each, with the corres- 
ponding stars of each row in a. verti- 
cal line." The union is in the upper 
left-hand corner, is two-fifths of the 
length of the 
flag, crosses 
seven 


stripes- and rests upon the eighth, 
which is white. 
The rules are fixed. 


tVo other arrangements, no other pro- 
portions can be called the United 
States flag. 
Many who keep within the letter of 


the law to prevent desecration of tiie 
flag nevertheless show it great disre- 
spect, usually thoughtlessly. Its mis- 
printing, its misproportionment, Rs 
misuse, its careless soiling, its neg- 
lect, may be avoided by observance of 
these five simple rules: 


1. Display Old Glory from its own 


pole, by day only, with union at top 
of pole. 
2. If no staff or pole is available 


hanc 
t>1R flag undraped against a 


wall, right side out, which will bring 
the union in the upper left-hand cor- 
ner if the stripes are horizontal, or in 
the upper right-hand corner if per- 
pendicular. 


3. Put it higher than your head. 
4. See that the flag you sell and 


the flag you wear is not of a type 
obsolete since 1912.

stars in even rows, with its length 
one and nine-tenths times its -width 
and two and 
one-half 
times 
the 


length of the union, the latter cross- 
ing seven stripes and resting upon 
'.he eighth, which is white. 


5. For draped decorations and pro- 


fuse expression of the patriotic spirit 
use the red. white and blue without 
stars. Give the flag itself an elevated 
-onspicuous place.

Belvidere, Illinois, and in those days 
it was necessary to make the trip by 
team, ar.d all of the supplies, provis- 
ions and other needs of a lumbering 
community were subsequently liauled 
to this part of the country by team. 
At that time the whole of central 
Wisconsin was included in Portage 
county, or at leeast, much more of it 
than is at the present time, and there 
were many years when Stevens Point 
was the principal place and trading 
center in this section, and the city 
was known all over the country to 
everybody who knew anything about 
Wisconsin or had any interests up in 
this part of the state. 
It is impos- 


sible for the young person of today 
to imagine the privations and hard- 
ships that the first settlers in a coun- 
try like this had to endure, and the 
great wonder is that anybody put up 
with the necessary inconveniences in 
order to open up a new country. 
It 


was not the love of gain nor the de- 
sire for money, for there is seldom 
any gain .to the first settlers, their lot 
being one of continuous hard work 
rather than a pecuniary advantage, 
those that come in later reaping the 
harvest that the pioneer has planted. 
The work of this club in erecting a 
tablet for this purpose is to be com- 
mended, nnd it would be a good thing 
if "more cities wou'd adopt the same 
plan. 
It would perpetuate historical 


facts that otherwise may in time" bo 
intirely lost.

life with rod and gun, hunting along 
the banks, fishing from the boat, trap- 
ping small game. Tho party was com- 
posed of Jamas Harris, fifty-eight 
years old, the stepfather of two young 
married women, who, with their hus- 
bands and children, completed the 


^Nora, a protty girl of sixteen, was 
the wife of the murdered man, who 
was subsequently Identified as James 
McKoehan. He had had a consider- 
able sum of money in hla possession. 
Nora's sister and John Trumbly were 
the other pair. 
On or about^ October 4, a week after 


the arrival of the party at Pawpaw 
ferry, two of the men and the women 
disappeared. The man who was left 
behind stated that they had gone> to 
trap and would return shortly. The 
sudden disappearance of tho two men 
and the women aroused the suspicion 
of tho Pawpaw people that one ot 
them might bo the murdered man and 
tho other his murderer. The clothing 
worn by one of the men, who was said 
to have gone on the trapping journey, 
had been similar to, if not the same 
as that found on the corpse. On Oc- 
tober 7 Trumbly told an acquaintance 
that he believed the others were on a 
drunken sproe somewhere and not 
Ukely to return, so he intended to pro- 
ceed on hlH Journey and overtake 
them. The citizens of Pawpaw, be- 
lieving that two of the men had mur- 
dered tho third, made up a purse to 
pay the expenses of two who were to 
follow 'them and endeavor to obta n 
particulars. 
On October 23 Martin 


and Tate started out to locate them. 
They found the two houseboats one 
mile below the Fort Smith bridge, and 
from information given by people In 
the vicinity were able to learn that 


McKeehan pass him, and then, creep-

MYSTERY OF THE MURDER ON THE HOUSEBOAT 


Mr. William Eugene (''Pussyfoot") j 


Johnson Is ft Humane man. Ho balks 
it murder, but he Is more distressed at 
the sale of whisky to his Indian pro- 
teges. It wns not so much because 
Jambs Harris was a murderer thnt 
he made his sensational capture of 
the man as because he heard that 
Harris was selling whisky to his In- 
dians. That was enough for tho In- 
dian department's chief specif)! officer. 
He went after Harris, and, when John- 
son goes after anybody, he gets him. 


"It wasn't nny business of inlno 


whether Harris murdered his son-in- 
law or not," said "Pussyfoot" to the 
writer 
"All I had against him was 


that he was peddling whisky along tho

Before this mold can be used large 


steel bands 12 Inches wide and 8

each end of the casting. This large 
Ingot mold will be left covered In 
sand for some time, after which the 
100-ton cranes will be necessary to 
pick It up and take It to the open- 
hearth department.

Council Right to Regulate Prices 


Wins Support. 


Madison—At a conference ot mem 


bars of both houses it waa decided 
lhat the legislature ought to take up 
at once and pass tho bill recommend 
ed by Gov. Phlllpp, which would glv 
the council of defense power to selz 
foodstuffs and boll them to the peopl, 
fit a price to be fixed by tho state 
This bill is before the joint commute 
on finance. 


Essentially a war measure to be 


used in the vent of an emergency 
which would justify drastic action on 
the parl of the defense council, the 
bill has the backing of the executive 
department, and it is not likely that 
there will bo any serious opposlton to 
it In either house. 


It is proposed that tho defense body 


may seize foodstuffs If it appears that 
any atempt is being made to charge 
unreasonable prices, the state to pay ft 
fair compensation for any commodities 
that are taken over. In the practical 
working out of this scheme It has been 
suggested by legislators that Uie coun- 
cil, with the authority of the govern- 
ment back of It, would be ablo to offer 
for sale In grocery stores, moat mar- 
kets and other places, so-called state 
merchandise, the merchandises to bo 
handled by merchants In the market 
centers. Large placards, Hotting foith 
the price fixed by Din council, would 
bo displayed to avoid any mlsundcr- 
atanding between tho purchaser and 
the morpliunt. 
The plan calls for u 


reasonable compensation for tho mer- 
chant, handling the articles, 


If tho state, through the council of 


deienso, sees fit to go into the busi- 
ness of soiling household commodities, 
it Is likely that the scheme'will be 
tried out on a small scale, and then, 
If it proven a success, the program 
may bs broadened, depending very 
hugely upon market conditions, Some 
nipmbeis of the legislature feel that 
the plan ought to be tried out without 
delay on a few high priced articles 
common to every household. 
What- 


ever is done, however, will be based 
upon Investigations being conducted 
by agencies of tho government. Tim 
plan, II Is said, would not be confined 
to any particular section of Wisconsin, 
but would reach out to tho market cen- 
ters of tho state.

Bethlehem Steel Works Pours 350,000 


Pounds of Metal Into One 


Gre'at Mold. 


At the Bethlehem steel plant the 


largest 
octagonal 
corrugated Ingot 


mold ever cast in the United States, 
and perhaps in the world, was made 
for the first 15 and IG-lnch guns, a 
South 
Bethlehem 
correspondent of 


the Philadelphia Record writes. 
The 


dimensions of the moid are 15 feet and 
7 Inches In height, with a mean diam- 
eter of 01% inches. At the thinnest 
section the thickness of the metal is 
15 inches, while the heaviest section 
Is 20% inches. 


Owing to the necessity of pouring 


this casting very quickly, it was cast 
In the steel foundry instead of the 
Iron foundry. It took just four weeks 
to make the casting. 


Standard Bessemer steel Iron melt- 


ed In three large open-hearth, furnaces 
was suspended In ladles over the mold 
at one time. A continuous runner from 
these ladles was made, so t'hnt the iron 
was thoroughly mixed before entering 
the mold. 
Three .hundred and forty 


thousand pounds of nietnl was charg- 
ed In these furnaces and after the 
mold had been 
filled, 
10.000 more 


pounds of iron was brought from the 
Iron foundry, three quarters of a mile 
away, to pour into the sinkhead to 
feed up tho shrinkage. 
This added 


metal was filled in at the rate of 
about a ton a time for three hours, 
when the shrinkage stopped, the metal, 
however, being liquid five hours after 
the mold was poured. 


Before this mold can be used large 


steel bands 12 Inches wide and 8 
Inches thick must be shrunk around 
each end of the fasting.

ingot mold will be left covered in 
sand for some time, after which the 
100-ton cranes will be necessary to 
pick It up and take It to the open- 
hearth deportment.

'The agreement is expected 
to be formally accepted by both 
houses by Saturday and- the measure 
be rushed to President Wilson for his 
signature. 


Draft Age Twenty-One to Thirty. 
The agreement resulted In the Din 


containing the following provisions: 


Conscription of men between twen- 


ty-one to thirty-one years. 


No authority for the president to 


accept the service of volunteer army 
divisions, such as Colonel Roosevelt 
planned to raise. 


Increased pay for enlisted men. 
The conference resulted In a victory 


for the house. Nevertheless several Im- 
portant amendments Introduced in the 
senate have prevailed and the ques- 
tion of the minimum age limit for .re- 
cruitment under the selective draft 
was adjusted by compromise. 
The 


house had held out for a maximum age 
of forty years. .The senate was in- 
sistent upon drafting only troops be- 
tween tweutyione and twenty-seven.

aorers in America. This would at once 
relieve the entente of the problem of 
feeding the prisoners in Europe, where 
supplies are short, and add immeasur- 
[ibly to the production of foodstuffs in 
America. 


It is estimated thero- are'about 500,- 


000 prisoners in France and Britain, of 
whom probably 100,000 will be brought 
over. 


In connection with the plan, Secre- 


tary of the Interior Lane has In con- 
templation the opening up of 1,000,000 
acres of unused government lands in 
the Northwest, upon which the war 
prisoners could be set to work in large 
pumbers. 
: A feature of the scheme is to use 
the seized interned German ships for 
the shipment of the prisoners, after 
sending the ships to France and Brit- 
ain with food cargoes. It has also 
been suggested these ships might be 
manned In part by their original crews, 
who are now in American detention 
camps. 


This plan would put up to the Ger- 


mans the hard problem of sending 
their own men to the bottom if they 
wanted to torpedo the ships, but the 
plan is opposed because it would savor 
too much of the barbarous practice of 
putting prisoners on the firing line. 


The plan of shipping the war prls- 


pners here has been so far advanced 
ithat the first of them may be expected 
here within 20 days.

they do howl there is no taking up of 
a collection to make up tho deficiency. 
Over here it is the law of supply and 
demand that does tho business, only 
the law always works for tho benefit 
of the speculator and never for tho 
benefit of the consumer or tho pro- 
ducrr. 


However, tho time Is coming when 


oven the worms in America will ro- 
volt against this form of thievery 
and the thieve* will (tnd themselves 
being treated like 
tho 
thlovos of

Lessons Learned From the Experiences 


of the European Belligerents—Plenty 
of Machine. Gun Detachments Will1 


Be Provided In New Army. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—Infantry regiments of 


the National Guard that were on duty 
on the frontier of Mexico found them- 
selves turned "overnight" into field 
'artillery regiments. 
Infantry outfits 


which showed marked soldierly quali- 
ties were made Into artillery outfits. 
The need of artillerymen and of artil- 
lery Is great. 


The new array will have field guns 


and more field guns.t The lessons of 
Europe since the beginning of this war 
have not been lost 


There Is no secret about the weak- 


ness of the American army In field 
guns and In field-gun ammunition. The 
equipment of the artillery'Is a sharp 
problem, but it Is said It will be solved 
and solved quickly. 


American army officers prior to the 


outbreak of the war In Europe knew 
that artillery was to be the main re- 
liance In their future campaigns. It 
Is doubtful, however, if Uncle Sam's 
officers appreciated the extent of the 
development of the artillery nrm which 
would be necessary to meet the condi- 
tions of modern warfare. The French 
had the best field artillery on earth 
and the French officers had a realiz- 
ing sense of what superiority In this 
arm of the service would mean to 
them, but even the Frenchmen prob- 
ably did not grasp the full significance 
of the situation as It was to confront 
the world within a few weeks after the 
coming of the conflict 


Our Field Gun Unsurpassed. 


It Is said by men who are supposed 


to know that our own field piece Is 
equal In efficiency to that of the French 
seventy-five. If this be true, the Unit- 
ed States has n weapon which has no 
superior In the world. The regiments 
of artillery will be Increased all out 
of pror ;rtion to the army equation of 
other years. Activity in artillery mak- 
ing will mark the operations of the 
near future, and coincident with the 
making of the weapons will be the 
training of the men for this new com- 
manding branch of the war service. 


Years ago Gen. John M. Schofleld 


urged the increase of the artillery 
branch of the service. 
In his youth 


Schofield served In the artillery nnd 
his urgent plea that the proportion of 
batteries be increased to meet what lie 
said would be the future needs of the 
service was set down by the legisla- 
tors and by some army officers simply 
to the general's love for the branch 
In which he had been an officer. 
Now 


the officers of the army are willing to 
give General Schofield credit for far- 
sightedness. 
Things have turned out 


just about as he said they would turn 
out. There will be something like the 
proverbial feverish activity In artil- 
lery and artillerymen making in the 
next few months. 


Thousand upon thousands of the 


young men who soon nre to be n part 
of the army of the United States will 
be assigned to the field artillery. There 
Is no more appealing service In peace- 
time or in wartime. Even in dash and 
In high spirit of battle maneuvers the 
cavalry has no finer excitement and 
no finer enthusiasm. 


Cavalry Also Necessary. 


The cavalry during the present war 


has not had much to do except on the 
east front 
Therefore there has been 


a feeling that the proportion of cav- 
alry to the other branches of the serv- 
ice might be decreased when the new 
army Is raised. There is little or no 
chance, that such n decrease will be 
countenanced by the army authorities. 
On the west front in Europe the cav- 
alry has been quiescent most of the 
time since the war began, but when 
the horsemen are needed they will be 
needed badly. Their places cannot be 
taken by the men of any other branch 
of the service. Cavalry regiments will 
be recruited, sent to the front and 
used when the time comes. 


The United States Is short on ma- 


chine guns. 
This Is no military se- 


cret for the fact has been blazoned 
f\ot only at home, but abroad, for 
j-ears. The enemy knows It, Just as 
he knows everything else connected 
with the past of our armed forces. 
The inachlne-gun situation will be met 
just as the field artillery situation has 
been met 
The guns will be provided 


and the detachments of men to han- 
dle them will be trained. It Is the In- 
tention of the authorities to have just 
as many machine-gun detachments and 
just as many field-artillery batteries Jn 
service with the new army as are 
proved to be necessary by the lessons 
learned in the European conflict 


The infantry, as ever, will be the 


backbone of the. new army. The In- 
fantry forces, of course, will outnum- 
ber the other men of the branches. 
The field artillery today Is the salva- 
tion of the Infantry. The foot soldiers 
advance 
behind 
the 
barrage 
fire. 


Their salvation Is the field, gun, and 
the infantry know it. The army Is to 
be properly balanced between, the 
branches, and each branch is to have 
enough material with which to meet 
the extravagant conditions of modern 
warfare. 
Home Guards Should Not Complain. 


ings of army officers of the United 
States. Chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
departments have taken criticism and 
abuse silently, because under the reg- 
ulations, they could not make reply. 
If the people of the country therefore 
think there Is blame to place for such 
lack of preparedness as exists they 
should place It where it belongs—on 
themselves for not Influencing the con- 
gress of the United States to make 
appropriations In the past for. army 
supplies, and to stop pooh-poohing the 
need of preparation for war. 


Much has been made of so-called 


"broomstick" episodes. The war de- 
partment has been criticized severely 
because It declined to supply with 
rifles a detachment of men drilling on 
Governor's Island. Criticism also has 
come from other places because the 
war department will not turn over 
large quantities of rifles to home guard 
organizations and other associations 
of men who may or may not eventual- 
ly get Into the service. 


An American array of 500,000 men 


so far as its Infantry Is concerned 
could be supplied with rifles and am- 
munition In plenty today. There is 
much misunderstanding in the country 
about the rifle and equipment situa- 
tion. 


The United States Is confronted with 


the problem of raising an army of 
500,000 men, of giving its Infantry and 
cavalry rifles and equipment, and Its 
artillery field pieces and equipment 
with ammunition for all branches. 


Must Keep Weapons for Army. 


In view of the way In which con- 


gress has declined to make appropria- 
tions in' the past for the necessary 
war material, officials say It Is not 
proper that army officers should be 
blamed for not having rifles to give to 
home guard organizations and to de- 
tachments of drillers here and there 
when the sharp necessity Is to have 
enough weapons for the actual army 
which Is to be raised. 


The law and the regulations stood 


In the way of supplying weapons to 
the broomstick drillers here and there 
and to the home guards elsewhere. 
The war department, It Is asserted, 
could not have furnished these rifles 
even if It had so desired. There was 
also a law higher than that of con- 
gress, to stand In the way. 
It was 


the law of military common sense. 


What would this country do If Its 


supply of rifles were In the hands of 
the home guards and men of other or- 
ganizations when the time came to 
supply the needs of the actual fight- 
ing units of the field army? American 
civilians, It is said, do not think well 
along .military lines. 
A rifle in the 


hands of a soldier who must be trained 
quickly for the fighting line is worth 
two rifles at the command of a civil- 
Ian who Is learning how to take the 
position of a soldier and how to do a 
few other things with the possible In- 
tention of offering himself later for 
the service. In the one case there Is 
sharp necessity and In the other case 
there Is only the possibility of neces- 
sity. 


Crorler Has Done Ail He Could. 
Chieftains of the army bureaus have 


not been asleep through the years. 
Does anyone suppose that Brigadier 
General William Crozler. chief of ord- 
nance, has not done nil that he could 
with the money at hand to supply 
American troops with a view to the 
possibility of war? Does anyone sup- 
pose that this man does not appreciate 
the patriotic sentiment which Inspires 
his fellow Americans who desire to 
drill with the view of future sen-Ice 
and who are demanding that rifles be 
given them? 


The ordnance officers do not deny 


rifles to men because they want to 
deny them. They deny them because 
the "law of the land and the law of 
military sense compel them to make 
denial. It would seem from some of 
the stories which go floating about that 
it Is the desire of army officers to pre- 
vent the American people from secur- 
ing the means to prepare themselves. 
The fact is that the officers of the war 
department are putting their material 
where it will do the roost good. 


Trained soldiers try to put their 


training to proper use. 
It has been 


necessary to conserve the supply of 
rifles and ammunition so that It may 
be available for troops .who must use 
them in actual conflict 
If the gov- 


ernment' of the United States two 
years ago had made provision for this 
time of; evil, the broomstick brigades 
and the home guards could have their 
rifles and abuse would be absent The 
army has to keep within its appropria- 
tions. 


The war department Is as well pro- 


vided for hostilities as It possibly can 
be under the circumstances of lack of 
sufficient appropriations. *For years 
the army has urged that money be giv- 
en it to prepare. Congress has turned 
an unhearing ear.- Things probably 
will be different In the future, but 
this, Washington officials say, is a late 
day for reformation.

LATE BLIGHT_ON POTATOES. 


Th. Disease Can Be Controlled With 
, 


Bordeaux Mixture. 


Some cases of late blight of potatoes 


•In fields of the central and southern 
portions of Wisconsin have just been 
reported to the plant pathology depart- 
rueut of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. .This disease can be prevented 
by spraying the potato vines with bor- 
deaux mixture. Potato growers will 
do well to watch the spread of the 
blight closely and spray their fields be- 
fore the disease appears in them. Es- 
pecial watchfulness is necessary so 
long as the weather continues damp, 
with foggy nights, as these conditions 
are favorable to the rapid growth of 
tho blight 
"Potato growers will remember, says 


J G. Milward, in charge of Wiscon- 
sin's potato seed certification work, 
"that It was the late blight which caus- 
cd serious losses to the potato crop in 
the state last -year and resulted in low 
prices. Tho disease not only destroys 
the vines in the field, but also causes 
tuber rot both on the field at harvest 
time and during storage. 


"The bordeaux mixture to be effec- 


tive against this disease must be ap- 
plied with a pressure spray pump that 
will put tho liquid on under from sev- 
enty-flvo to a .hundred pounds o,f pres- 
sure 
Where n single nozzle spraying 


outfit Is used It is usually necessary to 
apply the mixture to the vines twice, 
spraying them from opposite direc- 
tions. 
Applications nf tho bordeaux 


Kliould be made at intervals of about 
ten days. Usually about four applica- 
tions aro necessary during the season. 
Growers nre cautioned that unless tr- 
ough work is done in spraying benefi- 
cial results cannot be expected. 


"Bordeaux mixture made by the fol- 


lowing formula will be found satisfac- 
tory in controlling the late blight: 


"Eight pounds of copper sulphate 


(blue stone), ten pounds of lime and a 
hundred gallons of wator."

It is hard for some gardeners to 


realize the importance of making 
early provision-'to combat these ene- 
mies. oE Plant life. It can .not be too 
strongly emphasised, however, that 
such provision is of equal Importance 
with other phases of gardening and 
i-hat it should under no circumstances 
be neglected. 
The wise gardener 


doea not wait for the appearance of 
insects and other diseases, but takes 
steps too combat them by spray ITU, 
the plants at reasonable intervals 
from early spring until his crops have 
been harvested, or by other protec- 
tive measures. 
He thus insures him- 


self against the liklihood of loss 
The'necessary implements and ma- 


terials lor protecting the home gar- 
den ' against Insects- and diseases 
should be assembled early, in the sea-

" Washington.—A war revenue bill de- 
signed to raise $1,800,000,000 by tax- 
ation during the coming year was ap- 
proved finally In the house ways and 
means committee Tuesday by unani- 
mous vote and reported to the house 
Wednesday. 


In the meantime the senate finance 


committee Is holding public hearings 
on the bill, with a view to being ready 
to report soon after the house acts. 


To bring the amount to bo raised 


up to the desired total, the house com- 
mittee wrote Into the bill a flat In- 
crease of 10 •pet cent In all existing 
tariff duties and 10 per cent duties 
on all articles now admitted free, all 
estimated to bring In $240,000,000, this 
more than doubling the present tariff 
revenues. 


In addition It was decided to make 


nil Income-tax Increases retroactive, 
beginning with the present calendar 
year. Other taxes provided for would 
become effective upon the signing of 
the, bill. 


The income-tax Increases, applying 


to both personal and corporation in- 
comes, arc designed to produce $533,- 
000,000 more than the present Income- 
tax receipts. 


Income and Profits. 


Most of the new revenue will come 


from the Income, excess profits, and 
Inheritance taxes and additional tar- 
iff duties, but the levies of the bill 
•would reach Into many other sources. 


Letter mall rates would be Increased 


from two to three cents an ounce, and 
postal cards from one to two cents, 
while $19,000,000 would bo added to 
charges against newspapers under a 
new system based upon the present 
parcel-post zones. 


Internal-revenue taxes upon liquor 


find tobacco would be materially In- 
creased, and there would bo taxes on 
amusements, and stamp taxes of wide 
scope. 


Increase In Supertaxes. 


The war income tax section would 


"double the present normal tax oC 2 
per cent on Individuals and 3 por cent 
on corporations. 
It would lower the 


exemption of Individual incomes from 
$4,000 to ?2,000 In the case of married 
persons and from ?3,000 to $1,000 for 
the unmarried. 


In addition, beginning with incomes

Lessons Learned From the Experiences 


of the European Belligerents—Plenty 
of Machine Gun Detachments Wll 
Be Provided In New Army. 


By EDWARD B. CLARK. 


Washington,—Infantry regiments of 


the Notional Guard that were on duty 
on the frontier of Mexico found them- 
selves turned "overnight" into field 
artillery regiments. 
Infantry outfits 


which showed marked soldierly quail 
ties were made into artillery outfits. 
The need of artillerymen and of artll 
Icry Is great. 


The new nnny will have field guns 


and more field gmisv The lessons of 
Europe since the beginning of this war 
have not been lost, 


There is no secret about the weak- 


ness of the American tinny In field 
guns nnd In field-nun ammunition. The 
equipment of the artillery is a sharp 
problem, but It Is said It will be solved 
and solved quickly. 


American nnny officers prior to the 


outbreak of (he war In Kuropc knew 
that artillery was to be the main re- 
liance In tlielr future campaigns. 
It 


is doubtful, however, if Uncle Sam's 
ofllcers appreciated the extent of the 
development of the artillery arm which 
would be necessary to meet the condl- 
tions of modern warfare. The French 
had the best field artillery on earth 
and the French ofllcers had a realiz- 
ing sense of what superiority In this 
arm of the service would mean to 
them, hut even the Frenchmen prob- 
ably did not grasp the full significance 
of the situation as it was to confront 
the world within a few weeks after the 
coming of the conflict. 


Our Field Gun Unsurpassed. 


It is said by men who lire supposed 


to know that our own field piece Is 
equal In efficiency to that of the French 
seventy-five. If this be truo, the Unit- 
ed States has n weapon which has no 
superior In the world. The regiments 
of artillery will be Increased all out 
of proi rilon to the army equation of 
other years. Activity In artillery mak- 
ing will mark the operations of the 
near future, and coincident with the 
making of the weapons will he the 
training of lh<> men for this new com- 
manding branch of the war service. 


Years ago Gen. John M. Schoflcld 


urged 
tlio Increase of the artillery 


branch of the service. 
In his youth 


Sehofleld served In the artillery and 
his urgent plea that tlio proportion of 
batteries be Increased to meet what lie 
said would be the future needs of the 
service was set down by the legMa- 
tors and by some army officers simply 
to the general's love for the branch 
In which he had been an officer. 
Now 


the oflleers of the nnny are willing to 
give General Scholleld credit fur far- 
sightedness. Things hnve turned nut 
just about as he said they would turn 
out. 
There will be something like ihc 


proverbial feverish activity In nrtll- 
lory nnd iitilllerymon making In the 
next few months. 


Thousand upon thousands of the 


young men who soon are to be a part 
of the nnny of the United States will 
be assigned to the field artillery. There 
Is no more appealing service in peace- 
time or In wartime. Even In dash and 
In high spirit of battle maneuvers the 
cavalry has no finer excitement and 
no finer enthusiasm. 


Cavalry Also Necessary. 


The cavalry during the present war 


tins not had much to do except on the 
east front. 
Therefore there has been 


n feeling that the proportion of cav- 
alry to the other branches of the serv- 
ice might bo decreased when the new 
army Is raised. There is little or no 
ehnnee. Hint such a decrease will be 
countenanced by the army authorities. 
On the west frdnt In lOurcpo the cav- 
nlry has been quiescent most of the 
time since the war began, but when 
the horsemen are needed they will be 
needed badly. Their places cannot bo 
;nken by the men of any other branch 
if the service. Cavalry regiments will 
be recruited, sent to the front and 
used when the time comes. 


The United States Is short on ma- 


chlne guns. 
This Is no military se- 


cret, for the fact has been blazoned 


t only at home, but abrond, for 


fears. 
The enemy knows It, Just as 


u; knows everything else connected 
with the past pf our tinned forces. 
The machine-gun situation will be met 
lust as the field artillery situation has 
>een met. Tim guns will bo provided 
ind the detachments of men to linn- 
lie them will be trained. It Is the In- 
tention of the authorities to have just 
is many machine-gun detachments and 
ust as many field-artillery batteries in 
service with the new army ns nro 
>rovod to be necessary by the lessons 
earned In the European conflict. 


The Infantry, as ever, will be the 


mckbone of the, now army. 
The In- 


fantry forces, of course, will outnum- 
ber the other men of the branches. 
The field artillery today Is the snlvn- 
Ion of the Infantry. The foot soldiers 
idvnncc 
behind 
the 
barrage fire. 


Chelr salvation is the field gun, nnd 
he Infantry know It. The army is to 
ie properly balanced between 
the 


jranches, and each branch Is to have 
Tiough material with which to meet 
he extravagant conditions of mod urn 
vnrf«re. 
Home Guards Should Not Complain. 


There is no censorship law like that 


vhlch governs the speech, and the writ- 


Ings of army officers of the United 
States. Chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
departments have, taken criticism and 
abuse silently, because under the reg- 
ulations, they could not make reply. 
If the people of the country therefore 
think (bore Is blame to place for such 
lack of prcpnrcdnoss as exists they 
should place It wlu;re It belongs—on 
themselves for not Influencing the con- 
gress of the United States to make 
appropriations In the past for army 
supplies, and to stop pooh-poohing the 
need of preparation for war. 


Much has been made of so-called 


"broomstick" episodes. The war de- 
partment has been criticized severely 
because it declined to supply with 
rifles a detachment of men drilling on 
Governor's Island. 
Criticism ulso has 


come from other places because tho 
war department will not turn over 
largo quantities of rifles to home guard 
organizations and other associations 
of men who may or may not eventual- 
ly get into (he service. 


An American army of 000,000 men 


so far as its Infnntry Is concerned 
could be supplied with rifles nnd am- 
munition in plenty today. 
There is 


much misunderstanding in tho counlry 
about the rifle and equipment situa- 
tion. 


Tho United States Is confronted with 


tho problem of raising an army of 
fiOO.OOO men, of giving its Infantry and 
cavalry rifles nnd equipment, and Its 
artillery field pieces nnd equipment 
with ammunition for all branches. 


Must Keep Weapons for Army. 


In view of {lie way In which con- 


gress has declined to make appropria- 
tions In tho past for the necessary 
war material, ofllclals say it Is not 
proper that army ofllcers should be 
blamed for not having rifles to give to 
home guard organizations and to de- 
tachments of drillers hero and there 
when the sharp necessity Is to have 
enough weapons for the actual army 
which Is to be raised. 


The law and the regulations stood 


In the way of supplying weapons to 
the broomstick drillers hero nnd there 
nnd to the home guards elsewhere. 
The war department, it is asserted, 
could not have furnished these rifles 
even If It had so desired. There was 
also n law higher than that of con- 
gress, to stand In the way. It was 
tho law of military common sense. 


What would this country do If Its 


supply of rifles were in the hands of 
the home guards and men of other or- 
ganizations when the time came to 
supply the needs of the actual fight- 
ing units of the field army? American 
civilians, it Is said, do not think well 
along .military lines. 
A rifle In the 


hands of a soldier who must be trained 
quickly for the fighting line Is worth 
two rifles nt the command ot n civil- 
ian who Is learning how to take tho 
position of n soldier and how to do a 
few other things with tho possible In- 
tention of offering himself later for 
the service. In the one case there Is 
sharp necessity and in the oilier case 
(hero is only the possibility of neces- 
sity. 


Crozler Has Done All He Could. 
Chieftains of the army bureaus have 


not been asleep through the years. 
Does anyone suppose that Brigadier 
General William Crozler, chief of ord- 
nance, has not done all that he could 
with the money at hand to supply 
American troops with a view to the 
possibility of war? Docs anyone sup- 
pose that this man does not appreciate 
:he patriotic sentiment which Inspires 
his fellow Americans who desire to 
ilrlll with the view of future service 
nnd who are demanding that rifles be 
5!vim them? 


The ordnance ofllcers do not deny 


rifles to men because they want to 
:leny thorn. They deny them because 
tho law of the land and the law ot 
nllltnry sense compel them to make 
denial. It would socm from some of 
the stories which go Homing about that 
it Is the desire of army ofllcers to pre- 
sent the American people from sccur- 
ng the means to prepare themselves. 
The fact Is that the ofllcers of the war 
lepartment are putting their material 
where It will do the most good. 


Trained soldiers try to put their 


:ralning to proper use. 
It has been 


lecessary 10 conserve the supply of 
rifles and ammunition so that It may 
>o available for troops who must uso 
hem in actual conflict. 
If the gov- 


-rnment of the United States two 
vcnrs ago had made provision for this 
line nf evil, tho broomstick brigades 
UK) the home guards could hnve their 
•Hies and abuse would be absent. Tho 
army has to keep within Its npproprln- 
lons, 


The war department Is ns well pro- 


•Ided for hostilities as It possibly can 
bo under the circumstances of lack of 
sufficient appropriations. 'For years 
he army has urged that money be giv- 
en It to prepare. Congress has turned 
nn unhcarlng car. 
Things probably 


will be different In the future, but 
this, Washington ofllclals miy, ia a late 
day for reformation, 
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with moro truth thnn he pretended 
to himself, thnt it wns enough to make 
anybody solemn to look nt her.

Scotsman the First to 
Realize and 


Make Practical the Wonderful 


Power of Steam. 


"Science took a tear from the cheek 


of unpaid labor, converted it Into steam 
and created a giant which turns with 
tireless arms the countless wheels of 
toil." 
Thus Ingersoll's poetic explanation 


of the origin of the transformation 
of pent-up steam into controlled and 
industrially valuable mechanical ac- 
tion. 
Elaborated in a more prosaic 


manner, James Watt, a young Scotch- 
man of Glasgow, and an instrument 
maker by trade, once had an idea. It 
was a most revolutionary Idea. Men 
had been working on steam engines 
for many centuries, but they had pro- 
duced nothing of any practical value. 
In the engines of that period steam 
was admitted Into only one end of the 
cylinder, nnd about the only use such 
an engine had was to pump water. And 
It wasn't very good ut that. As for 
using an engine to turn a wheel—why, 
nobody had thought of that. It sim- 
ply wasn't being done. But James did 
it. He let stean» into both ends of the 
cylinder instead of only one, put a fly- 
wheel on the end of a shaft and a 
crank on the other, and there was the 
steam engine, all ready for its real 
business. 
Watt-was born in Greenock, Scot- 


land, on January 19, 1730, his father 
being a builder, contractor and mer- 
chant.

The need of artillerymen and of artil- 
lery Is great. 


The new army will have field guns 


and more field guns. The lessons of 
Europe since the beginning of this war 
have not been lost. 


There is no secret about the weak- 


ness of the American army in field 
guns and In field-gun ammunition. The 
equipment of the artillery is a sharp 
problem, but It Is said it will be solved 
and solved quickly. 


American army officers prior to the 


outbreak of the war In Europe knew 
that artillery was to be the main re- 
liance in their future campaigns. It 
Is doubtful, however, if Uncle Sam's 
officers appreciated the extent of the 
development of the artillery arm which 
would be necessary to meet the condi- 
tions of modern warfare. The French 
had the best field artillery on earth 
and the French officers had n realiz- 
ing- sense of what superiority In this 
arm of the service would mean to 
them, but even the Frenchmen prob- 
ably did not grasp the full significance 
of the situation as it was to confront 
the world within a few weeks after the 
coming of the conflict. 


Our Field Gun Unsurpassed. 


It is said by men who are supposed 


to know that our own field piece Is 
equal In efficiency to that of the French 
seventy-five. If this be true, the Unit- 
ed States has a weapon which has no 
superior In the world. The regiments 
of artillery will be Increased all out 
of pror rtion to the army equation of 
other years. Activity In artillery mak- 
ing will mark the operations of the 
near future, and coincident with the 
making of the weapons will he the 
training of the mon for this now com- 
manding branch of the war sen-ice. 


Years ago Gen. John M. Schoftold 


urged tho increase of the artillery 
branch of the service. 
In his youth 


Schofield served in tho artillery and 
his urgent plea that the proportion of 
batteries he increased to meet what he 
said would be the future noods of the 
service was set down by tho legisla- 
tors and by some army officers simply 
to the general's love for tho branch 
in which he had been an officer. 
Now 


the officers of tho army are willing to 
give General Schofleld credit for far- 
sightedness. Things have turned out 
Just about as he said they would turn 
out. There will be something like the 
proverbial feverish activity In artil- 
lery and artillerymen making in the 
next few months. 


Thousand upon thousands of the 


young men who soon are to he a part 
of the nrmy of the United States will 
be assigned" to the field artillery. There 
Is no more appealing service In peace- 
time or in wartime. Even In dash nnd 
In high spirit of battle maneuvers the 
cavalry has no finer excitement and 
no finer enthusiasm. 


Cavalry Also Necessary. 


The cavalry during the present war 


has not had much to do except on the 
east front. Therefore there has been 
a feeling that the proportion of cav- 
alry to the other branches of the serv- 
ice might be decreased when the new 
army Is raised. There is little or no 
ehance. that such a decrease will be 
countenanced by the army authorities. 
On the west fnSnt In Europe the cav- 
alrv has been quiescent most of the 
time since the war began, but when 
the horsemen are needed they will be 
needed badly. Their places cannot be 
taken by the men of any other branch 
of the sen-Ice. Cavalry regiments will 
be recruited, sent to the front and 
used when the time comes. 


The United States is short on ma- 


chine guns. 
This Is no military se- 


cret, for the fact has been blazoned 
ftot only at home, but abroad, for 
fears. 
The enemy knows it just as 


he knows everything else connected 
with the past of our armed forces. 
The machine-gun situation will be met 
just as the field artillery situation has 
been met. The guns will be provided 
and the detachments of men to han- 
dle them will be trained. It is the In- 
tention of the authorities to have just 
as many machine-gun detachments and 
just as many field-artillery batteries In 
service with the new army as are 
proved to be necessary by the lessons 
learned In the European conflict. 


The Infantry, as ever, will be the 


backbone of the, new army. 
The In- 


fantry forces, of course, will outnum- 
ber the other men of the branches. 
The field artillery today Is the salva- 
tion of the Infantry. The foot soldiers 
advance 
behind the 
barrage 
fire. 


Their salvation Is the field gun, and 
the infantry know It. The army Is to 
be properly balanced between the 
branches, and each branch is to have 
enough material with which to meet 
the extravagant conditions of modern 
warfare. 
Home Guards Should Not Complain. 


There is no censorship law like that 


which governs the speech nnd the writ- 


ings of army officers of the United 
States. Chiefs and assistant chiefs of 
departments have taken criticism and 
abuse silently, because under the reg- 
ulations, they could not make reply. 
If the people of the country therefore 
think there is blame to place for such 
lack of preparedness as exists they 
should place It where it belongs—on 
themselves for not Influencing the con- 
gress of the Unlte-1 States to make 
appropriations In the past for army 
supplies, and to stop pooh-poohing the 
need of preparation for war. 


Much has been made of so-called 


"broomstick" episodes. The war de- 
partment has been criticized severely 
because It declined to supply with 
rifles a detachment of men drilling on 
Governor's Island. Criticism also has 
come from other places because tho 
war department will not turn over 
large quantities of rifles to home guard 
organizations and other associations 
of men who may or may not eventual- 
ly get into the service. 


An American army of 500,000 men 


so far as its infantry is concerned 
could be supplied with rifles and am- 
munition in plenty today. 
There is 


much misunderstanding In the country 
about the rifle and equipment situa- 
tion. 


The United States Is confronted with 


the problem of raising an army of 
500,000 mon, of giving Its infantry and 
cavalry rifles and equipment, and Its 
artillery field pieces and equipment 
with ammunition for all branches. 


Must Keep Weapons for Army. 


In view of the way in which con- 


press has declined to make appropria- 
tions In the past for the necessary 
war material, officials say It Is not 
proper that army officers should be 
blamed for not having rifles to give to 
home guard organizations and to de- 
tachments of drillers here and there 
when the sharp necessity Is to have 
enough weapons for the actual army 
which Is to be raised. 


The law and the regulations stood 


In the way of supplying weapons to 
the broomstick drillers here and there 
and to the home guards elsewhere. 
The war department, It Is asserted, 
could not have furnished these rifles 
even If It had so desired. There was 
also a law higher than that of con- 
gress, to stand in the way. 
It was 


the law of military common sense. 


What would this country do If Its 


supply of rifles were In the hands of 
the home guards and men of other or- 
ganizations when the time came to 
supply the needs of the actual fight- 
ing units of the field army? American 
civilians. It Is said, do not think well 
along .military lines. 
A rifle In the 


hands of a soldier who must be trained 
quickly for tho fighting line Is worth 
two rifles at the command of a civil- 
ian who Is learning how to take the 
position of a soldier and how to do a 
few other things with the possible In- 
tention of offering himself later for 
the sen-ice. In the one case there is 
sharp necessity and in the other case 
there is only the possibility of neces- 
sity. 


Crozier Has Done All He Could. 
Chieftains of the army bureaus have 


not been asleep through the years. 
Does anyone suppose that Brigadier 
General William Crozior. chief of ord- 
nance, has not done all that he could 
with the money at hand to supply 
American troops with a view to the 
possibility of war? Does anyone sup- 
pose that this man does not appreciate 
the patriotic sentiment which Inspires 
his fellow Americans who desire to 
drill with the view of future sen-Ice 
and who are demanding that rifles be 
given them? 
The ordnance officers do not deny 


rifles to men because they want to 
deny them. They deny them because 
the "law of the land and the law of 
military sense compel them to make 
denial. It would seem from some of j 
the stories which go floating about that 
it is the desire of army officers to pre- 
vent the American people from secur- 
ing the means to prepare themselves. 
The fact is that the officers of the war 
department are putting their material 
where It will do the most good. 


Trained soldiers try to put their 


training to proper use. 
It has beet 


necessary to conserve the supply ol 
rifles and ammunition so that it may 
be available for troops who must use 
them in actual conflict. 
If the gov- 


ernment of the United States two 
years ago had made provision for thi 
time of evil, the broomstick brigades 
and the home guards could have their 
rifles and abuse would be absent. The 
army has to keep within Its approprla 
tlons. 


The war department Is as well pro- 


vided for hostilities as It possibly can 
be under the circumstances of lack of 
sufficient appropriations. "For years 
the army has urged that money be giv- 
en It to prepare. Congress has turned 
an unhearing ear. 
Things probably 


will be different In the future, but 
this, Washington officials say, is a late 
day for reformation. 


A Trade,

LATE BLIGHT__ON POTATOES. 


Th« Disease Con Bo Controlled With 


Bordeaux Mixture. 


Some cnses of lute blight of potatoes 


'In Holds of tho ceutrul and southern 
portions of Wisconsin liuve just been 
reported to tho plant pathology deinu't- 
iiieut of tho Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. This disease can be m'eventcd 
by simvylug the potato vines with bor- 
deiiux mixture. Potato growers will 
do well to watch tho spread of the 
blight closely and spray their fields be- 
fore the disease appears in thorn. Es- 
pecial watchfulness is necessary so 
long as the weather coutlnuoH dump, 
with foggy nights, us these conditions 
are favorable to the rapid growth of 
the blight. 


"Potato growers will remember," snys 


J. G. Mllwiird, in charge of: Wiscon- 
sin's potato seed certification work, 
"thnt It was tho late blight which caus- 
ed serious losses to tho potato crop in 
the state last year niid resulted In low 
prices. Tho disease not only destroys 
tho vinos In the Held, but also causes 
tuber rot both on the Held at harvest 
time and during storage. 


"The bordeaux mixture to be effec- 


tive against this disease must be ap- 
plied with a pressure spray pump that 
will put tho liquid on under from sev- 
enty-five to a .hundred pounds of pres- 
sure. Whore a single nq/.xle spraying 
on tilt Is vised It Is usually necessary to 
apply tho mixture to the vines twice, 
spraying them from opposite direc- 
tions. 
Applications "f tho bordeaux 


should he made at Intervals of about 
ten dnys. Usually about four applica- 
tions im> necessary during the season. 
Growers lire cautioned Dint unless thor- 
ough work Is done In spraying benefi- 
cial results (.'linnet be expected-

It is Pointed out 


that if these are not combated the} 
will interfere seriously w.ith yields or 
destroy the plants.

It can not be too 
strongly emphasized, however that 
such provision is of equal Importance 
with other phases of gardening ajiu 
that it should under no circumstanceb 
be neglected.

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Disoase Can Be Controlled With 


Bordeaux Mixture. 


Some cases of late blight of potatoes 


In fields of the central and southern 
portions of Wisconsin have just been 
reported to the plant pathology depart- 
ment of the Wisconsin College of Agri- 
culture. This disease can be prevented 
by spraying the potato vines with 
bor- 


deaux mixture. Potato growers will 
do well to watch, the spread of the 
blight closely and spray their fields be- 
fore the disease appears in them. Es- 
pecial watchfulness is necessary so 
long as the weather continues damp, 
with foggy nights, as these conditions 
are favorable to the rapid growth of 
the blight,

sin's potato seed certification work,

ed serious losses to the potato crop in

plied with a pressure spray pump that 
will put the liquid on under from sev- 
enty-five to a .hundred pounds of pres- 
sure. Where a single nozzle spraying 
outfit is used it is usually necessary to 
apply the mature to the vines twice, 
spraying them from opposite direc- 
tions'. 
Applications «f the bordeaux 


should be made at intervals of about 
ten days. Usually about four applica 
t!on* are necessary during the season. 
Growers are cautioned that unless thor 
ougb wort Is done in spraying benefl 
cial results cannot be expected. 


"Bordeaux mixture made by the fol- 


lowing formula will be found satisfac- 
tory iu controlling the late blight: 


"Eight pounds °f copper sulphate 


(blue stone;, ten pounds of lime and a 
hundred gallons of water." 


Pulling Stumps With a Team.

Now that the early clover flow has 


been harvested and safely stored much 
remains to be done during the present 
month in the matter of preparing for 
the later harvest from the autumn 
flowers and incidentally in getting the 
colonies in good shape for the winter. 


It Is a mistake to wait until cold 


weather to go over the colonies to get 
them in condition for their long win- 
ter's sleep, and it should be attended 
to during the month of August. 


While clustering on the outside of 


the hives would indicate earlier in the 
season an intention on the part of the 
colony to swarm, yet for some reason 
the bees seem prone to do this more 
during August than at any other time, 
due, 
no doubt, to the humid atmosphere. 


Where this occurs it is a good thing 


to give them a good smoking and drive 
them up into the supers and make
